THE CAECILIAN ELEPHANT DENARII 

By LEWIS G. GRANGER, A.N.A. 4635, Dayton, Ohio 

(A paper read before the 1947 A.N.A. Convention) 

Coin designs carrying historical allusions are quite frequent in the 
ancient Roman series, and afford much interest in that the two subjects, 
history and numismatics, complement each other. Examination of the 
coin in itself serves to create an added desire for the story back of it. 

The contest between Rome and her great rival Carthage, in north 
Africa, for control of the Mediterranean area resulted in the three 
Punic Wars, eventually ending in the complete overthrow and destruction 
of Carthage in B.C. 146. The first Punic war was a long drawn-out 
affair lasting over 20 years from B.C. 264 to 241, the struggle being 
primarily for control of Sicily, the large island at the toe of the Italian 
peninsula. 

For more than two centuries Sicily had been occupied by the Car- 
thaginians in its western half and Greek colonies, of which the chief 
was Syracuse, in the eastern part. Between the two occupants a state 
of conflict with varying success obtained much of the time, the larger 
part of the island, however, usually being under the dominance of Car- 
thage. Meanwhile Rome, beginning as a small tribe on the river Tiber, 
had gradually by conquest and absorption acquired rule over practically 
all Italy, and her next objective was Sicily. Therefore on a rather flimsy 
pretext she declared war on Carthage, thus starting the first war, and 
proceeded to invade the island where fighting dragged along in see-saw 
fashion for a number of years, first one side then the other gaining advan- 
tage. During one of the periods of Roman success they captured Panor- 
mus, the modern Palermo, perhaps the most important Carthaginian 
city in Sicily. 

Then the tide of fortune changing the Carthaginian forces recovered 
much of their lost ground, and in the year 251 their general, Hasdrubal, 
decided to make a secret march against Panormus in the hope of sur- 
prising and recapturing the city, which was defended by the Roman 
proconsul L. Caecilius Metellus. Assembling a considerable army, 
together with some 140 elephants trained for war, Hasdrubal set out 
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for Panormus, but unfortunately for his plans Metellus was advised of 
his march and made preparations for the coming battle. Permitting the 
enemy to reach the city's walls without opposition Metellus began to 
attack with his light-armed troops, and using darts daubed with pitch 
and lighted also attacked the force of elephants. The wounded and 
frightened beasts became unmanageable, rushing backward through 
the Carthaginian ranks toward open country and safety. By this strata- 
gem the enemy's army became completely disorganized and Metellus 
won a smashing victory in what proved to be the last, as well as the 
greatest, land battle of the war. As a result of the victory the Romans 
captured several Carthaginian generals and 120 elephants which were 
in whole or part transported to the mainland on strong rafts, and 
served to adorn the triumph at Rome which the Senate awarded Metellus. 

So much for the story behind the coins. From this time on the 
Caecilia family seem to have taken an elephant, or elephant's head, as 
a sort of crest or badge, and several of the family who became moneyers 
for the republic used it in their coin designs in memory of their ancestor's 
great victory at Panormus. The first of the Caecilian moneyers to adopt 
the elephant design was C. Caecilius Metellus, surnamed Caprarius, 
who was moneyer around B.C. 134 according to Babelon whose chron- 
ology is followed herein. It may be mentioned here that only toward 
the end of the republic can the issue dates of these coins be given with 
reasonable exactness, and the dates assigned by Mr. Harold Mattingly, 
the noted British numismatist, generally vary more or less from Babe- 
Ion's figure.

The obverse of this coin shows the usual head of Roma (or Bellona) 
wearing a winged helmet; the reverse Jupiter in a biga drawn by two 
elephants facing left, over the elephants a Victory holding a wreath 
flying right, and in the exergue the inscription C METELLUS (Fig. 1). 

M. Caecilius Metellus, moneyer around B.C. 122 (Mattingly date 
133), was a brother of C. Caecilius. His denarii have the Roma head 
obverse, sometimes with a star above the helmet. The reverse shows a 
Macedonian shield with an elephant’s head on the boss; around the 
shield is inscribed M METELLUS Q F, the whole surrounded by a

laurel wreath (Fig. 2). Another denarius attributed to this moneyer 
has the same reverse, but a diademed head of Apollo with long hair 
arranged in ringlets beneath the diadem for the obverse type instead 
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of the Roma head. This denarius is believed to have been issued many 
years later than the other, and possibly was a provincial issue. The type, 
in addition to its allusion to the Sicilian victory, has in its Macedonian 
shield design a reference also to the victory of the moneyer's father, 
Q. Caecilius Metellus, over the Macedonians in B.C. 148. Some twenty 
years previously the Romans had defeated Perseus, the last king of 
Macedon, dividing the country into four republics under Roman super- 
vision. 

Around the year 149 a man named Andriscus who claimed to be a 
descendant of the Macedonian king Philip V, taking advantage of the 
discontent aroused by the country's division, started a revolt against 
Rome and at first had some success, defeating and killing the Roman 
praetor. However the Senate sent Metellus with an army to Greece 
where he made short work of the pretender, and Macedonia was reduced 
to the status of a Roman province. For his exploits in Greece Metellus 
was permitted a triumph, and given the surname of Macedonicus. The 
national shield with its unique ornamentation had been a reverse design 
on some of the Macedonian tetradrachms, hence its adoption by the son 
of Macedonicus as a reverse design for his denarii. 

Another Q. Metellus, surnamed Pius, belonging to a collateral branch 
of the family, became moneyer around B.C. 99, receiving his surname 
because of his efforts in behalf of his father who had been condemned to 
banishment from Rome. Pius minted a denarius with the usual Roma 
head obverse; reverse Pietas, holding a scepter and laurel branch, driv- 
ing a biga to the right, with the elephant head symbol beneath the gal-

loping horses (Fig. 3). This same Metellus Pius became consul in 
B.C. 80, and after his term of office expired was sent to Spain to crush 
a revolt of Sertorius, the governor of that province, a task in which 
he was successful after several years fighting. While leading this army 
he took the additional title of 'fimperator," and issued denarii with two 
different reverse types. The obverse of both types shows a diademed 
head of Pietas facing right, with a stork, the symbol of filial piety.

in the field before the head. On the elephant type of reverse an elephant 
stands facing left, and in the exergue are the initials of Pius' name and 
title, Q C M P I (Fig. 4). 
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Finally we come to the last of this family’s moneyers, a member 
of the family only by adoption, having been born in the illustrious 
Cornelia gens. He was adopted by Metellus Pius, and taking his foster 
father’s name, is distinguished from him by the added surname of 
Scipio. The republic was tottering to its fall, corruption was rife, and 
many oflficial positions seem to have gone to the highest bidder. Indeed 
Scipio himself is said to have gained the consulship in B.C. 52 by a 
lavish use of money. Civil wars between contending factions had been 
common for half a century, and the great struggle for supreme power 
between Pompey the Great and Julius Caesar was in the making. Fol- 
lowing his conquest of Gaul (how many of us recall with varying 
anguish the four or more required books of “De Bello Gallico”) the star 
of the Julia family, represented by Caesar, was in the ascendant. Mean- 
while after his term as consul expired Scipio went to Syria as governor 
of the province, and when civil war broke out between Caesar and Pom- 
pey he threw in his lot with the latter who was his son-in-law. At the 
battle of Pharsalia in the year 48 where Pompey’s army was soundly 
beaten, and he himself slain in his flight, Scipio was one of the com- 
manders. He also fled from the battlefleld and succeeded in making his 
way to northern Africa, where, gathering the scattered forces opposed 
to Caesar, he continued the struggle a couple of years longer. However 
he was defeated by Caesar at the battle of Thapsus in B.C. 46, and was 
either slain or a suicide in his flight after the battle. Several types of 
denarii were issued by Scipio, probably during his stay in Africa, only

one carrying the Caecilian elephant. The obverse of this coin has a 
laureated and bearded head of Jupiter facing right, inscribed Q METEL 
PIUS; reverse an elephant marching right, inscription SCIPIO IMP 
(Fig. 5). 

Another denarius struck for Metellus Scipio while in Africa shows 
on the obverse the head of Africa right wearing an elephant skin head- 
dress; in front of the head an ear of wheat, and below a plow, the 
inscription being Q METELL SCIPIO IMP. On the reverse Hercules 
nude stands facing, his left arm resting on a club and lion skin, and

inscribed EPPIUS LEG F C (Fig. 6). The elephant on this denarius 
symbolizes the personifled Africa rather than the family badge, although 
it may well convey both ideas. 
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Thus ends the story of the Caecilian elephants. It is true the ele- 
phant continues to be shown as a coin design in later Roman history, 
but the later coins do not convey the historic significance connected 
with the issues of the Caecilia family, one of the most distinguished 
gens of ancient Rome.

A PREVIEW

her Numismatic Society, without feminine support, decided to follow the leads 
of many other numismatic societies scattered across the country and permit 
women to enter her sacred portals, a new era dawned. 

Permitting women to join her ranks provoked the shaking of a few 
heads — but from most members there was a broad welcome. And because 
Boston is host to the American Numismatic Association Convention for the 
first time since 1921, we are trying hard to prove our worth by doing an 
excellent job for our Society and especially from August 21st to August 25th. 
There are few of us yet, but we few are working like Trojans to welcome our 
sister numismatists and the wives of confirmed numismatists (who have yet 
to “see the light”) to make your stay here the best and happiest five days 
possibile. We are looking forward to meeting your children too, so plan on 
bringing the whole family. 

Conventions are fun, especially here, and the wit who said “Boston is not 
a City, but a state of mind,” must have been listening in on the many plans 
we’ve made to insure your good time during the Convention. Convention-wise, 
of course there will be a planned tour, this we shall not touch upon, but we 
have been asked to mention a few other places which you will find appealing 
and most of which are within walking distance of your hotel. If you are so 
inclined and have the time, perhaps you will want to see and visit them — it 
could be that they are things with which you are familiar but mention of 
them should bring back pleasant memories. If, out of you all, there was a 
person who missed a particular place she wanted to see, or a particular thing 
she wanted to do, we would find ourselves wanting and painfully poor hosts 
and hostesses. We shall consider it a privilege to take you to any and all of 
them, if you so desire. 

We are proud of our city and think you will love her too. She has a 
quality peculiar to herself — and while in area we are not so large, we’re 
crammed full of all sorts of interesting places and things. 

The locale of the Convention, the Copley Plaza Hotel in beautiful Copley 
Square is one of the most photographed in the country; you will find it ideal. 
It is well known for its excellent food, rooms and service. As you walk out its 
front door, on your right will be famous Trinity Church and on the left the 
Boston Public Library, both architectural gems. Trinity is famous for its 
carvings, and the Library for various things besides its vast collection of 
volumes for circulation and reference, such as its remarkable newspaper col- 
lection covering every important country in the world, the first book printed 
in the English Colony of America, Bentley’s collection of accounting books 
to 1900, the Lewissohn collection of Washingtonia, and a collection of Benjamin 
Franklin’s books and engravings. Up and across the street is the old South 
Church and a few streets more brings you to the Christian Science Mother 
Church. Churches of every denomination are within short walking distances. 
Whether or not you’re church conscious, on Sunday morning you’ll hear their 
bells pealing and “summoning” you — if you’re in the mood — for even Sunday 
morning is pleasant in Boston. And historically, don’t forget the Old North 
Church. 

You will want to see (we think) our famous museums with their magnifi- 
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cent rarities. The Boston Museum of Fine Arts is just a few minutes away 
with its well-known collections of sculpture, furniture, china, tapestries, jew- 
elry, not to mention its coins, paintings and prints. And the world famous 
Glass Flowers over at the Agassiz Museum in Cambridge will draw you, we’re 
sure. The children will enjoy the Children’s Museum in easily accessible 
Jamaica Plain with its stuffed elephants, bears, birds, turtles and costume 
dolls. Too, they will want to feed the ducks and the swans as they ride the 
Swan Boats in the Boston Public Gardens, and perhaps you will also, as I 
do occasionally with my daughter. You will find myriads of flowers in these 
restful Gardens and trees from all over the world each one neatly labelled 
describing it — obeying at the same time the polite little signs which read, 
“Won’t you please keep off the grass?” And if you continue to be garden 
conscious, it will be worth your while to make the very short trip to the 
Arnold Arboretum which is so famous, horticulturally. 

Bunker Hill, the Custom House Tower, the “new” State House, Faneuil 
Hall the “Cradle of Liberty” and the Quincy Market are musts on your list, 
as is our old State House which is located in a picturesque but not very safe 
location (from a driving angle) in the middle of upper State Street. And we 
can thank Chicago (Chicago Numismatists, please note) for still ha\dng our old 
State House to write about. Back in ’81 when the city fathers discussed razing 
it, Chicago was so anxious to have it they wanted to purchase the historic 
building and move and re-erect it in their Lincoln Park. But Bostonions, even 
in that day, had a sense of appreciation and preser\'ed it. 

As you know, our universities and colleges are legion and need no more 
than a word or two in passing. Harv’ard, just across the bridge in Cambridge 
and founded in 1636, needs less than that. Boston University, by age, seemingly 
a bit of an upstart, has grown and prospered so since her beginning in 1869 
that she is sprawling all over uptown Boston. Boston College located just 
outside in Chestnut Hill in turn has grown so that she has had to take over 
buildings in the city. These two names are slightly misleading for both are 
privately and “tuition-ally” endowed. Wellesley College is a bit of a ride, 
but Radcliffe nestles closely to Harvard. Some of your children are either 
attending or have attended one of these institutions or the many, many others 
too numerous to mention here, proving that we have a lot to offer here, 
educationally too, or you wouldn’t have sent them. 

Boston still is the greatest fishing port In the world. We are surrounded 
by water on three sides and if you’re sea-minded you will want to visit the 
many wharfs, most of which we’ll have to admit are of interest now, histori- 
cally, only. But tea at T Wharf is exciting and fun and historical, too. 

As Bostonian as “all get-out” are the outdoor Concerts at the Shell on 
Embankment Road played by members of the Boston Symphony Orchestra. 
It is but a short walk over there of an evening, and the music is the best in the 
world and a joy to hear because it is so diversified. 

You will want to wander up Beacon Street in a seemingly aimless fashion 
but you will actually revel in the “loveliness” of the purple-paned windows in 
the lovely old houses with their lovely old doors. And then on to Louisburg 
Square with its privately-owned, fenced-in park with its little statues on 
either end of it, and enjoy the beautiful homes there by Bulfinch. 

We shall take you shopping for a famous Boston hat (they are better 
looking than in the old days) or antiquing to find that extra bit of glass that 
you’ve wanted to complete a collection, or swimming or golfing, for our 
beaches and courses are very close at hand, and as for theatres, we’re sur- 
rounded by them. 

Purposely, we have omitted talking about the numismatic treasures you 
will see at our Convention — but we guarantee your being thrilled with the 
displays on our bourse tables, many of which have never been shown or 
assembled in one place before. 

Do plan to come early and stay late. Make your hotel reservations now. 
You’ll find our reputation for indifference to the rest of the country an 
exploded theory. We’re sentimental, we’re loyal, we like people, and we are 
awaiting eagerly the chance to give you a wonderful time in our wonderful 
city of which we’re so justly proud. New friendships will be formed, it 
couldn’t be otherwise, and we venture to say that never once during your stay 
will you think of our fair city as “Cold Roast Boston.”

WILLIAM CHAUNCY LANGDON 
In memoriam 

In front of me is an article from an American newspaper written in 
consequence of the decease of William Chauncy* Langdon. I see that he was 
a highly entrusted man in his town and that the work of his life was great. 
It is not my intention to write an obituary in the ordinary sense, only a few 
lines in memory of a friend. 

When I think of him he appears to me above all as the ardent lover of 
art, more definitely as the zealous promoter of sculpture in the medallic form. 
It was in the beginning of the 20th Century that our prominent numismatist, 
H. J. Bostrom, first began to attract our attention to this often neglected branch 
of art. One day he received an invitation from the American Numismatic 
Society — which was about to arrange an exhibition in their museum — to send 
over a collection of medals from Finland for this occasion. This decidedly, 
was a flattering attention to our out-of-the-way country. To my surprise it 
was not long after the opening of the exhibition, that I received a very kind 
and interested letter, a letter which was the opening of a correspondence, that 
except for short intervals, lasted more than twenty years. 

What this correspondence meant to me can easily be imagined. How many 
times didn’t the well-known envelopes appearing in the letter box fill my heart 
with joy! What words of appreciation, strength and encouragement didn’t they 
contain! Sometimes there was a longer interval, and I was already wondering 
if he over there in the great city had forgotten me. But no, that was not so. 
Especially during our winter-war his letters seemed like messages from other 
worlds. They reached me up in OsterGotten during the agonized time of 
evacuation. He was then organizing a collection for our country. And even 
later — during the meagre years that followed over here — he found time to 
care also about our worldly good. 
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William Chauncy Langdon was an ardent lover of the art of medals, not an 
ordinary numismatic collector. ‘T am listening to the Finlandia of Sibelius 
by the radio” he would write - “in my hand lies your Sibelius medal and I see 
all Finland before me.” 

He felt with us all when difficulties accumulated during the war — when 
for instance Spicer-Simson, the American Sculptor of medals, was compelled 
to flight from his home in Paris, or when my collection of models was destroyed 
by bombardments. 

Great waters separated us and I have never personally met W. C. Langdon, 
but when I received the message that he was hopelessly ill, I shed tears over a 
friend whom I had never seen. 

If I was to express what this man has meant to me in my own language — 
the language of the art of medals - 1 would represent a noble flgure with a 
generous gesture scattering flowers on the artist's often thorny path.

Medals of President Harry S. Truman have not been struck very 
often, and the one illustrated above should prove of real interest to 
numismatists. Unfortunately, this medal was not put on a production 
basis for public distribution, and only a very limited number were made. 

The sculptor, Frank Gasparro, has this to say about it: “A charac- 
teristic pose has been attempted in this portrait of President Truman. 
His level, unassuming expression is quite appealing to an artist and I 
derived great pleasure in designing this medal. It was reduced in bronze 
to three inches in diameter by the Medallic Arts Company of New York.” 

Mr. Gasparro studied under Charles Grafly, Walker Hancock, and 
Albert Laessle, all sculptors and medallists at the Pennsylvania Academy 
of Fine Arts in Philadelphia. His various productions have been of such 
merit that on two occasions he was awarded scholarships for European 
study.

PAPER MONEY 

By Loyd B. Gettys 
Colonial Paper Money 

Previous to the Revolutionary War 
the first issue of paper money was by 
Massachusetts in 1690. New Hamp- 
shire, Rhode Island, New York, New 
Jersey, and Connecticut made similar 
issues prior to 1711. South Carolina 
1712; Pennsylvania 1723; Maryland 
1734; Delaware 1739; Virginia 1755 
and Georgia 1760. 

The Colonial paper money was orig- 
inally issued to augment the treas- 
uries of the colonies. In 1775 the Sec- 
ond Continental Congress turned to 
the expediency of issuing paper 
money. This was on the credit of the 
Union and each colony had to share 
its part in redemption. 

“Encased Postage Stamps” 

At the outbreak of the war be- 
tween the states all our fractional 
silver money disappeared. Postage 
stamps immediately found favor. Be- 
cause of the sticky back, J. Gault 
patented a round metal frame with 
mica front and solid back in which a 
stamp of any denomination could be 
placed and a firm’s advertisement on 
the reverse. This is a very interesting 
series. 

Postage and Fractional Currency 

On July 17, 1862 by an Act of Con- 
gress the Secretary of the Treasury 
was authorized to issue notes of the 
fractional part of one dollar. Under 
this law notes in denominations of 5, 
10, 25 and 50 cents were issued. These 
notes were termed Postage Currency 
and continued in use until replaced 
by fractional currency authorized by 
the Act of March 3, 1863. The de- 
nominations were from three cents to 
50 cents. There was a great demand 
for this currency because of the with- 
drawal of silver coin. The notes were 
universally used for small change. 
They are very interesting from many 
standpoints — design, history, beauty 
of engraving. Many issues are quite 
scarce. 

Confederate and Southern 
State Currency 

This very interesting and fascinat- 
ing issue will give the collector a 
complete history of the Civil War 


period. The educational features of 
our Southern currency are almost be- 
yond description. Many of the notes 
are unique in design, and all portray 
historical scenes and the portraits of 
the great men and women who devel- 
oped our Southern States. 

Obsolete Bank Notes 

Prior to the passage of the Na- 
tional Banking Act of 1863, practically 
all the 1466 banks then in existence 
issued notes for circulation and in 
several denominations. There was a 
great variety of issues and practically 
all of them were of attractive design 
and workmanship. Until the passage 
of the National Banking Act these 
notes were about the only medium of 
exchange available to our forebears. 
The collecting of these notes offers an 
attractive and interesting hobby. You 
will learn something of the history of 
our early state banks, the methods 
and customs of doing business in the 
early development of the United 
States. 

REGULAR UNITED STATES 
CURRENCY 

United States Notes 
(Known as Legal Tender) 

When the War between the States 
broke out the government of the 
United States was seriously crippled 
financially. There was no gold in the 
Treasury and no national banking sys- 
tem. Loans could not be negotiated 
and the state banks could not meet 
the emergency. It became evident 
that a form of currency should be 
created, backed by the entire re- 
sources of the whole country and sub- 
ject to the direct control of the gov- 
ernment. The Honorable E. G. Spaul- 
ding of New York originated the bill 
authorizing the issue of United States 
legal tender notes. There are several 
series of these notes from 1862 to the 
change to the small sized currency in 
1928. All are beautiful in design and 
have character of engraving. The de- 
signs and portraits portray the ro- 
mance and history of this great coun- 
try of ours. 

Silver Certificates 

Silver certificates were first issued 
under the Act of February 28, 1878. 
The Act required that coin deposited 
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or representing the certificates should 
be retained by the Treasury. Silver 
certificates are really a substitute for 
the cumbersome dollar. There are 
several series of these notes. Some 
of the most beautiful notes of the en- 
tire issues exist among the silver cer- 
tificates, particularly those of 1886 
and 1896. Coin notes and gold certifi- 
cates were issued at various times 
calling for payment in coin and gold. 

National Bank Notes 

Under the National Banking Act of 
1863 national banks were given the 
privilege of depositing bonds with the 
United States government and having 
notes issued against them. The first 
charter period national bank notes are 
unique in design and character, and 
each portrays the history and romance 
of the early founders and settlers of 
our country. There were two other 
charter periods — 1882 and 1902. 

In addition to all of these notes 
there were the Federal Reserve Bank 
notes. The Federal Reserve Act of 
December 23, 1913 and April 23, 1918 
gave the various banks power to issue 
currency. 

You will find the collection of paper 
money most interesting. Just a few 
reasons — the beauty and character of 
the engraving, the educational and 
historical information, the various de- 
nominations, signatures and portraits 
of our great statesmen. 


UNITED STATES TOKENS 

By J. J. Curto 

The science of numismatics em- 
braces not only coins, medals and 
paper money but tokens of every con- 
ceivable nature. It is, however, the 
tokens with historical significance and 
background which add so greatly to 
the enjoyment of the numismatist. 

Certain series, such as Civil War 
tokens, the Hard Time tokens, the 
Politicals, etc., have for a long time, 
commanded considerable attention and 
interest, and a certain amount of re- 
search and study made in their behalf. 

So little has been done in other 
American series that slight refiection 
will show what wonderful possibilities 
for enjoyment and discovery are open 
to the collector who will indulge in a 
little research for the stories of his- 
torical interest, generally found closely 
related. The American token goes 
back to 1789, previous to the days of 
our first coinage in 1793 and extends 
to the present day. 


The enjoyment and interest derived 
by a collector in obtaining additional 
varieties of quaint desi^pi, types of 
metal, and different origins, is mani- 
fested to the highest degree in tokens, 
for no branch of numismatics offers 
such diversified materials. 

To give an idea of the extent of 
such diversity, tokens relating to 
George Washington can be obtained 
in a variety of metals, in store cards, 
counters, jettons, trade checks. Civil 
War coppers, etc. 

Naturally in the series of most 
popular interest, rarities exist which 
command high prices. There are how- 
ever enough specimens in all the 
series to form a very interesting col- 
lection, which are moderately priced, 
well within the reach of everyone. 

Hand in hand with the collection of 
tokens goes the importance of a col- 
lection of numismatic literature. 
While not too many books have been 
published about tokens, a source of 
unending surprises and information 
will be found in the files of the 
Numismatist and other coin maga- 
zines. 

Interest in tokens was intense 
throughout the last century and in 
the early years of our own. Auction 
catalogs of those times featured them 
to a large extent and high prices were 
prevalent, even compared to our pres- 
ent day prices. Those catalogs are 
therefore a source of information in- 
valuable in determining the identifica- 
tion and rarity of many tokens. 

The most popular series of tokens 
relating to the United States of which 
study and listings have been made, 
are as follows: 

Hard Times Tokens 

The Hard Times tokens are those 
attributed to the financial panic of 
1837. 

Many of these tokens are political 
in nature because of the political is- 
sues involved i>ertaining to banking 
policies, regulations and rights. Jack- 
son, Seward, Webster and Van' Buren 
were the political figures most closely 
involved in these controversies. Many 
of the tokens express idioms of the 
period relating to the financial prob- 
lems such as “Experimental Cur- 
rency,” “Executive Financeering,” 
“Substitute for Shin Plaster,” “Van 
Buren Metallic Currency,” etc. 

Others of this series which passed 
as currency were issued by merchants 
and business firms. They are with few 
exceptions, the size of our large cents. 
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struck chiefly in copper with a few in 
german silver. 

This series was listed and numbered 
by Lyman Low and the tokens are 
therefore generally designated by 
Low’s numbers. While Low’s original 
publication and later reprint by Gut- 
tag are both difficult to obtain, a list 
with descriptions enough for identifl- 
cation purposes can easily be secured 
by watching dealers’ fixed price lists 
and auction catalogs. 

Civil War Tokens 

These tokens, also known as Cop- 
perheads, were issued during the Civil 
War (1861-1864) by merchants of 396 
towns of 23 states because of the 
shortage of small change. They are, 
for the most part, the size of our 
small cent usually depicting a patri- 
otic design or motto on either one or 
both sides. They were struck in brass, 
copper, white metal, German silver 
and silver. 

Those with a merchant’s advertise- 
ment on one side are usually called 
“Civil War Cards,” some 7700 in num- 
ber, while those issued anonymously 
with designs or mottoes on both ob- 
verse and reverse “Civil War Tokens,” 
about 1300 in number. 

This series was listed and numbered 
in 1924 in a work compiled by Hetrick 
and Guttag and the tokens therefore 
are often identified by their numbers. 
A supplementary list compiled by 
Joseph Barnet was published in the 
Numismatist in 1943-4 to bring this 
series to date. 

U. S. Store Cards 

Store cards are the tokens issued 
by merchants and business firms, 
clubs, restaurants, etc., for advertis- 
ing or trade purposes. Their chief sig- 
nificance is to keep before us many of 
the well-known and popular estab- 
lishments of our country’s earlier 
years, as well as the modes of life of 
the people. The older cards are 
usually of large cent size, the later or 
more recent, in all sizes. They were 
made of the usual different varieties 
of metal such as brass, copper, white 
metal, etc. “United States Store 
Cards” by Edgar H. Adams lists and 
numbers such known tokens issued 
from 1789 to 1920 or thereabouts 
grouped by states. 

An early New York specialized list 
was compiled by Charles Bushnell and 
a comprehensive general list compiled 
by Dr. Wright was published in the 
Numismatist from 1898 to 1901 inclu- 
sive. 


Military Emergency Tokens 

Tokens issued by Army sutlers, post 
traders, post canteens, post exchanges, 
navy ships, etc., are classified under 
this heading. An army sutler or post 
trader was a man appointed by the 
War Department prior to about 1880 
who was granted concession rights to 
sell goods to a designated army unit 
or post. A list of such sutler tokens 
issued during the Civil War can be 
found in the 1946 volume of the 
Numismatist. 

Political Tokens 

Political tokens are those depicting 
or relating to any political figure or 
issue. 

Most popular are the ones associ- 
ated with presidents and presidential 
candidates. The medals and tokens 
struck in honor of the presidents of 
the United States and of the presiden- 
tial candidates from the administra- 
tion of John Adams through the ad- 
ministration of Abraham Lincoln were 
listed in 1862 by Alfred H. Satterlee. 
These tokens are generally identified 
by Satterlee’s numbers. 

Transportation Tokens 

Transportation tokens are those is- 
sued for fares on any mode or type of 
transportation facility, such as toll 
gates, bridges, stage coaches, ferries, 
boats, horse cars, street cars, buses 
and trains. Collectors of this series 
have accepted the check list of Roland 
C. Atwood as their numbering author- 
ity. This check list also completely 
describes the tokens by symbols, let- 
ters and numbers. 

Sales Tax Tokens 

Tokens issued by states, cities or 
private concerns to facilitate the pub- 
lic purchases of goods which are tax- 
able are known as sales tax tokens. 
A listing of such tokens was compiled 
by Emil Di Bella and published in the 
1944 volume of the Numismatic 
Scrapbook. 

Counters 

Counters are tokens issued for gam- 
ing purposes and card games, espe- 
cially whist. A fine list of interesting 
tokens, many of which are close imi- 
tations of our early gold coinage, com- 
piled by Howard Kurth will be found 
in the January 1943 issue of the 
Numismatic Scrapbook. 

Fraternal 

Fraternal tokens may be classified 
as any issued by fraternal orders such 
as the Masons, the Odd Fellows,

Woodsmen of the World, the Knights 
of Columbus, etc., or by organizations 
such as repeal or reform societies. 

With this brief glimpse into what 
has been done in the work of token 
classification, the way is open for any- 
one to compile lists of his own spe- 
cial interest. The material is there 
whether it be music, religion, science, 
architecture, naval or whatsoever. 


MEDALS 

By Burton H. Saxton 

It has long been conceded that 
medals have as rightful a place in the 
field of art as do sculpture and paint- 
ing. They form a legitimate and fasci- 
nating phase of numismatics, com- 
manding the exclusive interest of 
some collectors, while with others 
they must be content to share the 
honors with such coins and other nu- 
mismatic items their owners have seen 
fit to acquire. 

Their history may not be traced as 
far into the remote past as that of 
the earliest coins — about 700 B.C. — 
but the medallions occasionally struck 
during the early period of the Ancient 
Roman Empire, bearing the portrait 
of the current emperor, may fairly be 
regarded as prototypes of the medals 
of great distinction that have come 
down to us from the 15th and 16th 
centuries, these last pointing the way 
to the wealth of modern productions 
that enrich the cabinets of many col- 
lectors in our own day. 

When we speak of medals in this 
connection we have no reference to 
military decorations, or to awards 
(except rarely); but to those issues 
having either historic or artistic sig- 
nificance — in many cases both — and 
which may be defined as sculpture in 
miniature, even, in rare cases, having 
an elusive atmosphere of painting. 

The medals of medieval times were 
cast; those of today are (almost al- 
ways) struck, on presses which can 
exert the enormous pressure neces- 
sary, especially in designs of bold re- 
lief. The only metals we need con- 
sider are gold, silver and bronze. The 
gold is seldom used; silver occasion- 
ally, bronze in almost all cases. This 
last lends itself to medallic art in a 
degree far superior to either gold or 
silver, as its surface has a softness and 
depth not possessed by either of the 
other two; it is the ideal choice of all 
metals for this purpose. 


Their size and form vary greatly; 
in size, from the small medalet (per- 
haps an inch in diameter) to the large 
medallion, some five or six inches 
across. Their usual form is round, but 
many are struck in rectangular shape, 
ordinarily referred to as plaquettes. 
To say that medals average from 
three to four inches in diameter would 
be fairly close. 

It is impossible within this brief 
comment on the subject to give an 
adequate idea of the magnitude of the 
field — both in point of time and of 
famous artists. As an indication of 
the great sweep of this branch of art, 
attention may be directed to the no- 
table catalog of the International Ex- 
hibition of Contemporary Medals held 
in the museum of the American Nu- 
mismatic Society, New York, in 1910. 
Nearly 200 artists were represented, 
with more than 2,000 items in the 
exhibits — a revelation to the legion 
of visitors who had the privilege of 
seeing this marvellous assemblage of 
medallic art.* 

Considering the superb quality of 
the finest of available medals, the cost 
of acquiring a fair collection is mod- 
erate indeed. Specimens of the work 
of some of the greatest modern sculp- 
tors and medalists can be possessed 
and enjoyed by those who will pa- 
tiently and with discrimination build 
up a cabinet; and as each specimen is 
secured the collector should, through 
existing reference material, make 
himself familiar with the occasion re- 
sponsible for the medal, and with the 
career of the artist himself. 

Our best specimens of medallic art 
afford a deep and lasting satisfaction 
to their appreciative owners, and the 
gradual increase of interest in this 
phase of numismatics is a wholesome 
and encouraging sign.

ANCIENT COINS 

By Paul Pennington 

Ancient coinage is fascinating in its 
own right and also because it shows 
the origin of almost every feature 
which can be seen on today's coins; 
thus a brief summary of the high- 
lights of ancient coinage should be of 
interest to every collector. 

On Greek coins are found national 
symbols, akin to the eagle on our 
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coins, heads of rulers with names and 
titles, mint marks, dates of issue, art- 
ists’ names and moneyers’ names as 
found on early English coins. 

On Roman coins we find, in addition 
to the above, denomination marks, 
commemorative types, scenes or 
events from mythology, incidents from 
contemporary civil, political or reli- 
gious life, and architectural subjects. 

In general the types of Greek and 
early Roman coinage were almost en- 
tirely religious, a feature carried into 
modern times to some extent; “In 
God We Trust” is an American exam- 
ple of this motif. 

Ancient coinage followed as a log- 
ical development from the use of 
metal as currency through an inter- 
mediate money stage. In the cur- 
rency stage pieces of metal of no defi- 
nite weight were used as a medium of 
exchange and custom gradually intro- 
duced the adjustment of the pieces to 
a definite weight so that, in a given 
locality, it was worth some more 
primitive unit of value, such as an ox. 
Such pieces of fixed weight are called 
money. When money was stamped to 
indicate that it conformed to some 
standard, only then did it become 
coinage. 

In the area of Western culture 
coinage was first reached about 700 
B.C. in the Hellenized state of Lydia 
in Asia Minor by the issue of electrum 
(an alloy of gold and silver) staters, 
whether privately or by the state is a 
moot point. 

Conditions must have been ripe for 
taking advantage of the convenience 
of coinage for it spread rapidly 
throughout the Western world, to the 
Greek states of Asia Minor, Eastern 
Europe and Southern Italy, so that by 
the Sixth Century B.C., nearly every 
Greek state, many of which were only 
small cities, struck bronze, electrum, 
gold or silver coins. 

Paralleling the almost explosive 
spread of coinage was the rapid per- 
fection in art thereon. By the begin- 
ning of the Fifth Century B.C., Euai- 
netos was making dies for the coinage 
of Syracuse in Sicily. The concensus 
of critics of numismatic art is almost 
unanimous in placing the engraver as 
the greatest numismatic artist of all 
time. An example of his art is illus- 
trated here.

Although the artist’s work on Greek 
coinage was frequently superb, the 
mechanical execution of the coinage 
was often slipshod, following from the 
hand method of production. The ob- 
verse die was placed on an anvil, a 
hot metal blank placed over the 
sunken design and a punch die, held 
with tongs, was struck with a hammer 
to force the metal into the anvil die. 
A broken bar was early used for a 
punch die, which made an incuse 
square, rectangle or circle on the re- 
verse of the coin, difiScult to counter- 
feit due to its irregularly broken sur- 
face. Geometric designs followed on 
the punch dies, and eventually full 
types were substituted. 

Since the punch die was more sub- 
ject to breakage by careless handling, 
it was consequently replaced more 
frequently than the obverse or anvil 
die, and the more variable coin fea- 
tures were naturally more apt to be 
placed on the punch die. Among 
these variable features were the 
money er’s name, date and mint mark. 
The more lasting features, such as 
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state symbol, ruler's portrait or state 
name were, therefore, more apt to be 
placed on the longer-lasting anvil die; 
the artistic work of the obverse also 
tended to be superior to the reverse, 
and we might suspect that the master 
engraver made the obverse, and the 
apprentices the reverse dies. This 
practice has continued to our day 
although, with the mechanical repro- 
duction of dies from a master, the rea- 
sons for the custom no longer exist.

Some states of Southern Italy struck 
coins of very peculiar form late in the 
Sixth Century B.C. which mechani- 
cally were more advanced than earlier 
of later ancient coinage. The reverse 
repeated the design of the obverse 
but in intaglio, not in relief, which 
required two dies held in perfect reg- 
ister in order not to make coins with 
holes or very thin spots in them.

Greek coinage spanned five cen- 
turies, but only after it had started to 
decline artistically, was it gradually 
replaced by Roman, as Rome, state by 
state, conquered the whole civilized 
world. 

Her coinage had its beginning at the 
turn of the Third Century B.C. as 
heavy cast bronze pieces, but a gen- 
eration later she added silver, mod- 
eled on the issues of many neighbor- 
ing Greek states which were soon to 
be absorbed by her.

Usually Roman coinage is, from the 
standpoint of art, inferior to Greek, 
but In the late period of the Roman 
Republic, this lack is compensated for 
by interest, since it became the means 
of political propaganda of the money- 
ers, usually senators at the start of 
their political careers.

Roman Republican coinage also 
offers us a strange form which did 
not survive even into medieval coin- 
age. This is the “serratus,” which was 
a normal denarius except that the 
edge had notches to show, actually or 
symbolically, that the coin was not 
silver-plated base metal.

A typical Im- 
perial issue. 

By the end of the Fourth Century 
A.D. the Roman Empire was divided 
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politically into the Western and East- 
ern (later the Byzantine) Empires. 
The West was overrun by barbarians 
from the North about the end of the 
Fifth Century. This was the death of 
Roman coinage in the West but it sur- 
vived in the East in Byzantine Empire 
until the fall of Constantinople (1453 
A.D.) to the Turks in a peculiar form 
of art the beginnings of which can be 
noted in the gold solidus illustrated. 
The solidus was copied in medieval 
Europe, giving its name to the denom- 
ination as “bezant.’*

Byzantine coinage introduced a pe- 
culiar saucer-shaped coin, frequently 
called a “nomisma” although this 
name is properly its denomination re- 
gardless of form. 

The fall of Constantinople ended the 
coinage of Western civilization usually 
called “ancient.” 

Oriental coinage, equally as an- 
cient, in its early stages developed 
independently of Western coinage, ex- 
cept for the link with India due to 
Alexander the Great’s invasion. West- 
ern coinage is not restricted to Greek 
and Roman, although these two 
branches are the larger. 

Ancient coinage offers a field for 
the building of a personal collection of 
examples of classical art and tokens 
of some of the important historical 
figures and events of antiquity. 


COINS OF THE AMERICAS

Coins of the Americas, aside from 
those issued in the United States and 
Canada, are divided into two logical 
groups; those issued by the Spanish 
colonial mints and those issued by the 
independent republics. 

The Spanish-American issues are 
generally arranged according to the 
various mints which number 18 in all. 


Nine of these mints are of minor im- 
portance, having been in operation 
only during the brief transitional 
period during the early part of the 
19th Century. 

The coins issued from the principal 
mints include a vast number of varie- 
ties issued over a period of nearly 400 
years. The complexity of these coin- 
ages offer a challenge to the collector 
which, once accepted, affords a never 
ending source of interest. 

The early issues from the mints of 
Mexico, Lima, Potosi, Bogata, and 
Guatemala, were crude, inartistic 
lumps of metal known as “cobs.” Ac- 
cording to Dr. A. F. Pradeau, the 
word “cob” is derived from the Span- 
ish Expression “cabo de barra,” mean- 
ing “cut from a bar.” 

Tons and tons of these crude coins 
were struck and their issuance had a 
far-reaching effect upon the commerce 
and industry of the world. 

Hernando Cortes invaded Mexico in 
1519 and within a year or so after his 
conquest, began shipping gold and sil- 
ver to Europe. The metal was in its 
natural form; in ingots, or in crudely 
fabricated articles that could be made 
into coins or used in the arts. 

The Spanish colonists soon tired of 
sending all the precious metal to Eu- 
rope while they themselves were with- 
out sufficient currency to carry on 
everyday business transactions. They 
appealed to the homeland and in re- 
sponse the Spanish crown agreed to 
a colonial coinage, though the terms 
of the concession did little to favor 
the interests of the colonists. Permis- 
sion was granted to coin silver and 
copper, but the right to coin gold was 
not granted until 1675, nearly 140 
years after the establishment of the 
first mint in Mexico City. 

The First Spanish-American Mint 

On May 11, 1535, Spain issued a 
royal decree authorizing the opening 
of a mint in Mexico City. Shortly 
afterwards, coins were struck there 
and the mint has been in continuous 
existence ever since. The law pro- 
vided that silver coins be struck in the 
denominations of 3, 2, 1, and % 
reales. On one side they were to bear 
the arms of Castile and Leon and 
Granada, composed of castles, lions, 
and a pomegranate. The 3, 2, and 1 
reales were to bear on the reverse 
side two crowned columns (the pillars 
of Hercules) and the mottoes PLUS 
or PLUS ULTRA. The half reales 
were to show K. I. (the initials of 
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Charles and Joana) on one side and 
the crowned columns on the other. 

The quarter reales, of which only 
a few specimens are known, were to 
show on one side a crowned K and 
on the other side a crowned I. The 
legends on all these silver coins were 
to read. CAROLVS ET JOANA. HIS- 
PANIE ET INDIARVM, or as much 
of the legend as could be conveniently 
placed on the coin. It is a curious 
fact that the law does not mention 4 
or 8 reale pieces, denominations that 
were later to become the most pop- 
ular. 

On November 18, 1537, a law was 
passed discontinuing the minting of 
the 3 reale pieces, and authorizing the 
minting of 4 and 8 reale pieces, “if ex- 
pedient.” Apparently the 3 reale 
pieces were never struck in any quan- 
tity as only four specimens are extant. 
The 4 reale pieces of this coinage are 
fairly common, but no 8 reale pieces 
are known. 

Copper coins were authorized by an 
order dated June 28, 1542. It was pro- 
vided that denominations of 2 and 4 
maravedis be issued. The 2 mara- 
vedis was to show on one side a 
crowned pillar and the motto PLUS 
ULTRA. The other side was to show 
a castle and crown and the mintmark 
of Mexico, consisting of an M sur- 
mounted by an O. The 4 maravedis 
was to bear on one side a castle, a 
crowned K and the Mexico mintmark. 
The reverse side of the 4 maravedis 
was to show a crowned I, a castle and 
a lion. It is said that a one mara- 
vedis was struck but no specimen is 
known. The 2 maravedis is known by 
two existing specimens, while the 4 
maravedis is to be found in many 
present day collections. 

This issue of copper coins was never 
popular. The metal was of poor qual- 
ity being difficult to strike and pro- 
ducing brittle coins. After two vain 
attempts to force them into use they 
were abandoned and no attempt was 
made to strike in this metal again 
until 1814. 

Beginning with Philip II, 1556-1598, 
and until 1733 during the reign of 
Philip IV, the silver coins, for the 
most part, were crudely struck on 
rough irregular planchets. These 
pieces, known as “cobs,” bear on one 
side the full arms of Spain in a 
crowned shield and on the reverse in 
the four cantons of a cross in tressure 
the arms of castile and Leon. Under 
Philip II the first 8 reale pieces were 


struck, which under the Emperor 
Maximilian in 1866 became known as 
pesos. The ^ reale pieces bear the 
monograms of Phillipus or Carolus in 
place of the shield. 

During the reign of Philip V in 1732 
a decided change was made in the 
coinage design. New dies were sent 
from Spain and new coining machin- 
ery was installed in the mint. The 
new coins, soon to be known in every 
money-mart of the world as “Spanish 
milled dollars” were handsome coins, 
of good quality silver and of full 
weight. On the obverse they showed 
the arms of Castile and Leon super- 
imposed with three fieurs de lis. On 
the reverse was shown the globes of 
the tu'o hemispheres crowned, be- 
tween the crowned pillars of Hercules 
and the motto UTRAQUE UNUM. The 
edges of these coins were elaborately 
engrailed. 

The next important change in the 
design of the silver coins took place 
during the reign of Charles III, 1760- 
1789. Beginning with 1772, the lau- 
reated bust of the ruler is shown on 
the obverse of the coins. The reverse 
shows the crowned arms of Spain di- 
viding the pillars of Hercules, This 
type was continued by Charles IV and 
Ferdinand VII, the last issues appear- 
ing in 1821. Charles III introduced 
silver quarter reales showing on one 
side a lion and on the other a castle. 

In 1814, after a lapse of 269 years, 
Ferdinand VII revived the copper 
coinage issuing pieces of and 

2/4 reales. Some of these pieces are 
dated 1815 and 1816. The 2/4 reale 
was coined as late as 1821. 

The First Gold Coins 
of the Americas 

Gold coins were first struck at the 
Mexico City mint during the reign of 
Charles H. Following the style of the 
silver issues of that period they were 
crude pieces. The first issue, which 
appeared in 1679 bore on the obverse 
the crowned arms of Spain and on the 
reverse a cross with fieurs de lis in 
the angles in place of the lions and 
castles that were used on the silver 
coins. In the year 1732 during the 
reign of Philip V a decided change 
was made in the gold coinage. The 
crude cob type was replaced by hand- 
some‘ coins showing on one side the 
bust of the monarch in armor to right 
and on the reverse the crowned arms 
of Spain surrounded by the chain col- 
lar of the Order of the Golden Fleece.

This collar is omitted on the 4, 2, and 
1 scudo pieces. A new motto was 
placed on the reverse; INITIUM 
SAPIENTIAE TIMOR DOMINI. 

Under Ferdinand VI, 1746-1759, 
three types of gold coins were struck. 
The first issue, a series of four de- 
nominations, 8, 4, 2, and 1 scudos 
dated 1747, shows a young bust of the 
monarch in rather crude style. The 
second type which was struck from 
1748 to 1756 inclusive depicts a smaller 
bust executed in higher relief. On the 
8 and 4 scudos the drapery in front of 
the cuirass is much more extended. 
The 2 and 1 scudo pieces of this issue 
do not show the cuirass, and none of 
the smaller denominations show the 
order of the Golden Fleece. The third 
type, issued from 1757 to 1759, shows 
a larger portrait executed in fine 
style though in somewhat lower relief. 

Charles III, 1759-1788, issued three 
different types of gold coins. The first 
issued in 1760 and 1761 shows a small 
portrait of the king facing to the 
right. There are two varieties of each 
date. One shows the Order of the 
Golden Fleece suspended by a ribbon 
close to the neck and the other the 
order suspended by a chain just below 
the truncation of the bust. The re- 
verse design is essentially the same 
as that used during the previous 
reign. 

The second issue from 1762 to 1771 
shows a much larger bust necessitat- 
ing the dividing of the legend at the 
top and bottom. The reverse shows a 
differently shaped shield and bears a 
new motto, AUSPICE DEO IN 
UTROQ FELIX. 

The third type shows a somewhat 
older portrait and the outline of the 
shield on the reverse is different. The 
value which had not appeared since 
1753 has again been restored and the 
order with chain appears on all de- 
nominations. 

Charles IV, 1788-1808, issued two 
types in gold. The first, which ap- 
peared in 1789 and 1790, shows the 
bust of the previous rules Charles III. 
This makeshift was due to the lack of 
a true portrait of the new monarch. 
From 1791 to 1808, his own portrait 
appears and his title reads CAROL, 
nil instead of CAROL.IV as it did 
on his first issue. Ferdinand VII, 1808- 
1821 struck two types of gold coins. 
From 1808 to 1813 is shown a large 
armored bust, and from 1814 to 1821 
will be found a laureated head to 
right. The reverse is the same as that 


used by Charles IV and on the last 
issue of Charles III. 

The only other Spanish-Mexican 
mint to strike gold was that at 
Guadalahara. This city, then capital 
of Nueva Galicia, and now the capital 
of the state of Jalisco, was founded in 
1531. A number of attempts were 
made to establish a mint there but it 
was not until 1812 that an attempt 
was successful. It closed in 1815, was 
reopened for a short time in 1818, and 
was again active in 1821 and 1822. The 
gold coins from this mint were of 
three types. The first issued in 1812 
shows Ferdinand VII in military uni- 
form with the distinctive high collar 
of the period. The bust is crudely 
done and was probably copied from 
issues of the Lima mint. The second 
type which is dated 1821 shows a lau- 
reated head with plain neck to right. 
The third type which was issued in 
the same year shows a togated bust to 
right. The reverses are the same as 
on the issues of the Mexico City mint 
with the exception of the mint letters 
and the assayers’ initials. 

The output of the other Spanish- 
American mints more or less followed 
the pattern of the Mexican mint. It is 
not possible in this brief space to re- 
cord their issues but such information 
is readily obtained through books and 
catalogues in the A.N.A. Library. 

The independent republics of South 
and Central America offer the col- 
lector a wide field and their coinages 
are especially rich in portraiture and 
heraldry. 

Of late years these coinages have 
attracted the attention of many col- 
lectors and it appears that the coinage 
of the “new world” is at last coming 
into its own.

CUZCO — The name in full and 
CUZo (1824). 

DURANGO — D or Do during the war 
of Independence of Mexico (1811- 
1822). 

GUADALAJARA — GA during war of 
Independence of Mexico (1812-1823). 
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GUANAJUATO — Go during war of 
Independence of Mexico (1813-1821). 

GUATEMALA - G from Philip V 
(1700-1746) until 1776 and from 
then on NG for Nueva Guatemala. 

LIMA — The name in full from 1752; 
later on L alone and finally LIMAE 
in monogram. 

MENDOZA - M on Rare “Cobs” 
struck in 1823-1824. 

MEXICO — M and M surmounted by a 

small o from Charles & Johanna until 
1822. 

POTOSI-P from 1572 until 1773; 
then from 1767 to 1823 a monogram 
of the letters P.T.S. and sometimes 
I. These two mint marks overlap as 
P was used on “Cobs"’ which were 
struck until 1773 and the monogram 
was used on Columnar coins which 
were begun in 1767. 

POPAYAN-P and PN during the 
reign of Ferdinand VII. 

SANTA FE DE BOGOTA - NR from 

Philip IV (1621-1665). 

SANTO DOMINGO -SD during the 
reign of Ferdinand VII. 

SANTA MARTA — SM during the 
reign of Ferdinand VII. 

SANTIAGO — S surmounted by a 
small o. 

ZACATECAS — The name in full and 
Zs during the reign of Ferdinand 
VII. 


NUMISMATIC LITERATURE

Many collectors spend liberally on 
coins and yet hesitate to invest in 
numismatic literature that is essential 
to intelligent collecting. Some have 
the mistaken idea that money spent 
on a numismatic library is money lost. 
Actually, standard numismatic books 
are a good investment and collectors 
seldom have cause to regret such pur- 
chases. 

Selecting and securing the proper 
guide books probably is one of the 
most difficult tasks that confronts the 
collector. There is an unfortunate 
scarcity of standard numismatic books 
printed in English and such as exist 
are often expensive and difficult to 
obtain. This is due to the fact that 
compiling and publishing a compre- 
hensive catalog is rarely a lucrative 
undertaking. Unlike ordinary books, 
coin books need be illustrated and 
engravings are costly. Then too, the 
immediate demand is always limited. 


These remarks do not apply to the 
worthless “rare coin premium books” 
offered the public by dishonest and 
rapacious persons. 

The lack of well written, properly 
illustrated and inexpensive coin books 
has greatly retarded collecting. Too 
much praise cannot be given those 
who are attempting to furnish such 
books. But the scope of numismatics 
is vast and much remains to be writ- 
ten. In the meantime, collectors must 
depend largely on authorities of other 
years whose works are becoming more 
and more difficult to obtain. 

To members of the American Nu- 
mismatic Association, the lack of a 
personal library need be no great 
handicap, because a note will bring to 
one’s door selections from one of the 
world’s finest numismatic libraries. 

An individual’s numismatic library 
will depend largely upon his specialty. 
If his specialty is large cents or half 
cents, for example, a collector no 
doubt will first of all desire a copy of 
Ed. Frossard’s U. S. CENTS AND 
HALF CENTS, 1793-1857. This is one 
of the few works which covers the en- 
tire series. An excellent work on 
large cents is that by B. Max Mehl on 
the FRENCH COLLECTION. Another 
work by Francis Doughty covers U. S. 
CENTS OF 1793-1814; one by George 
H. Clapp, 1804-1814; H. R. Newcomb, 
1816-1857. 

A. W. Browning has compiled an 
authoritative work on early QUAR- 
TER DOLLARS (1796-1838) and A. 
Kosoff’s work on U. S. DIMES covers 
the complete series. For the half dol- 
lar enthusiasts, there are the M. L. 
Beistle REGISTER OF HALF DOL- 
LAR DIE VARIETIES and Stack’s 
catalog of the A. C. GIES COLLEC- 
TION OF HALF DOLLARS. A. P. 
Mcllvaine’s work on SILVER DOL- 
LARS covers the high points in this 
special field. The J. W. Hazeltine 
TYPE TABLE OF U. S. DOLLARS, 
HALF DOLLARS AND QUARTER 
DOLLARS will provide additional in- 
formation. 

For collectors of U. S. Commem- 
orative Coins there are several excel- 
lent works: U. S. COMMEMORATIVE 
COINS by Stuart Mosher, describes 
each type and gives the historical 
background of each issue. THE COM- 
MEMORATIVE COINS OF THE U. S. 
by D. M. Bullowa; HISTORICAL AR- 
RANGEMENT OF U. S. COMMEM- 
ORATIVE HALF DOLLARS by 
Charles W. Foster, former Librarian 
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of the A.N.A.; and the monograph by 
John F. Jones, U. S. COMMEM- 
ORATIVE COINS are also obtainable. 

Numerous monographs are available 
on specialties of gold collecting, and 
fine works on so-called pioneer gold; 
PRIVATE GOLD COINAGE OF 
CALIFORNIA by E. H. Adams; PRI- 
VATE GOLD COINAGE OF THE 
UNITED STATES, by Dr. R. H. 
Renz; CALIFORNIA GOLD QUAR- 
TERS, HALVES AND DOLLARS, by 
Ed M. Lee. 

In addition to the foregoing are the 
many fine catalogs most of which con- 
tain varied information on special is- 
sues, mints, mintmarks and history. 
Numismatic Gallery recently issued a 
catalog on U. S. GOLD and another 
on U. S. SILVER Coins. The Wayte 
Raymond STANDARD CATALOGS is- 
sued annually cover the entire field 
from colonials to pattern or experi- 
mental pieces and carry mint reports 
on the number of coins issued by 
years. A newer work made its ap- 
pearance last year — A GUIDE BOOK 
OF U. S. COINS by Richard S. Yeo- 
man, a co-editor of this work. One 
of the many special features of this 
book is the large amount of back- 
ground material available on each 
series. While of great value to the ad- 
vanced collector, it is of even greater 
importance to the beginner. SALES 
CATALOGS carry much general and 
specialized price lists from time to 
time. 

In addition to the illustrations and 
quotations on colonial coins provided 
in the standard catalogs — “musts” for 
the libraries of collectors of U. S. 
coins — the “Bible” of many collectors 
of colonial coins is EARLY COINS OF 
AMERICA, by Dr. S. S. Crosby. Al- 
though written 75 years ago, it covers 
the field very well, representing years 
of careful research on the part of the 
author. The original work is scarce 
and expensive today, but is available 
as a reprint at $20. 

In the field of tokens, the compre- 
hensive work on the Julius Guttag 
collection of CIVIL WAR TOKENS is 
one of the most popular in the li- 
brary. His collection of HARD TIMES 
TOKENS (Jackson cents) also was 
cataloged, other works are Lyman H. 
Low’s HARD TIMES TOKENS and 
U. S. STORE CARDS by E. H. Adams. 
For the collector of transportation 
tokens, B. Morgenthau has prepared 
an exhaustive work, U. S. TRANS- 
PORTATION TOKENS. 


For collectors of paper money, the 
Raymond STANDARD CATALOG is 
one of the most popular works in the 
A.N.A. library, being on “back order” 
most of the time despite the fact the 
library has four copies. U. S. PAPER 
MONEY by George H. Blake and 
U. S. NOTES by J. J. Knox pro- 
vide fine material on paper money. 
D. W. Valentine’s FRACTIONAL CUR- 
RENCY OF THE U. S. is a standard 
work on this specialty. The specialist 
in uncurrent bank notes will find the 
road a difficult one so far as literature 
is concerned, unless he specializes in 
a certain series, state or type of note. 
D. C. Wismer, leading authority on 
uncurrent bank notes, compiled a com- 
prehensive list of the notes for The 
Numismatist. It required years for 
the magazine to cover the subject. A 
comprehensive, up-to-date reference 
book, a consolidation of the articles 
which appeared in The Numismatist is 
CONFEDERATE TREASURY NOTES 
by Philip H. Chase. 

For those interested in the Cana- 
dian series, there are standard cata- 
logs in addition to several specialized 
works of which the P. N. Breton 
works are very popular, COINS AND 
TOKENS RELATING TO CANADA, 
and ILLUSTRATED GUIDE TO CA- 
NADIAN COINS, MEDALS, ETC. For 
the Latin American specialist, there 
are the Guttag collection of LATIN- 
AMERICAN COINS, Wayte Ray- 
mond’s SILVER DOLLARS OF 
NORTH AND SOUTH AMERICA, Dr. 
A. F. Pradeau’s NUMISMATIC HIS- 
TORY OF MEXICO, Raymond’s varied 
books on the coins of several countries 
and some very fine works in Spanish 
and Portuguese. 

For a general work on European 
coins, THE COINAGE OF THE EU- 
ROPEAN CONTINENT by W. C. Haz- 
litt no doubt would head the average 
list. There are numerous works on 
Coins of England: James Atkins’ 
ENGLISH COLONIAL COINS AND 
TOKENS, G. C. Brooke’s ENGLISH 
COINS, The Rev. Rogers Ruding’s 
three volume work, ANNALS OF THE 
COINAGE OF GREAT BRITAIN, 
Wayte Raymond’s THE SILVER 
CROWNS OF GREAT BRITAIN AND 
IRELAND, B. A. Seaby’s annual cata- 
log of the COINS OF GREAT BRIT- 
AIN AND IRELAND, and Edward 
Burns’ three volume set on the COIN- 
AGE OF SCOTLAND. 

There are several popular works on 
French coins, including those of L. 
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Ciani, Les Monnaies Royales Fran- 
caises de Hugues Capt a Louis XVI, 
avec L’indication de leur valuer 
actuelle, and Monnaies Francaises by 
“V. G.” It is less simple to select a 
few works for Germany, Italy, Spain 
and other countries. However, if the 
collector is willing to tackle a foreign 
language, he can find plenty of well 
Illustrated books on his favorite sub- 
ject, and the librarian will be glad to 
offer suggestions at any time. 

There are, fortunately, many fine 
works in English on the coins of 
China, Japan and India. Here again 
the librarian will be happy to answer 
queries of collectors or libraries. 

On the subject of ancients, it is diffi- 
cult even to “hit the high spots.” For 
collectors of Greek coins, Anson’s 
NUMISMATICA GRAECA, Head’s 
HISTORIA NUMORUM (both in Eng- 
lish) and two books by the Rev. A. W. 
Hands. COINS OF MAGNA GRAECIA 
and COMMON GREEK COINS, are In 
demand much of the time. The late 
Edward T. Newell issued numerous 
monographs on specialized field in 
both the Roman and Greek series, and 
Mr. Raymond’s booklets on Ancient 
Coins are popular. Seaby’s Catalog, 
the Mattingly work on Roman coins 
in the British Museum and his recent 
Roman Coins are excellent, as also is 
S. W. Stevenson’s DICTIONARY OF 
ROMAN COINS. 

The American Numismatic Society’s 
catalogs are helpful for the medal 
collector, as well as persons desiring 
photographs of many U. S. coins, 
while there also are numerous special- 
ized works on American and foreign 
medals. Works are plentiful on coins 
of the world and mint histories. Sev- 
eral such works are among the A.N.A. 
library’s most popular: Smith’s ENCTY- 
CLOPEDIA OF GOLD AND SILVER 
COINS OF THE WORLD; COIN COL- 
LECTOR’S ALMANAC by Hans 
Schulman and H. W. Holzer; Joseph 
Leming’s FROM BARTER TO BANK- 
ING; THE STORY OF MONEY AS 
TOLD BY THE KNOX COLLEC- 
TION, by Stuart Mosher; MONE- 
TARY SYSTEMS OF THE WORLD, 


by M. L. Muhleman and THE STORY 
OF MONEY by Sir Norman Angell. 
Joseph Coffin’s COIN COLLECTING 
and OUR AMERICAN MONEY both 
are excellent for persons desiring 
information about the origin and 
uses of money. Wayte Raymond’s 
TWENTIETH CENTURY COINS OF 
THE WORLD is also an excellent 
reference book. 

One of the most popular works in 
the library is HISTORY OF THE 
U. S. MINT, by George G. Evans, a 
work giving biographical sketches of 
engravers, the origin and history of 
coinage and much information on 
U. S. coins which is not available 
elsewhere. 

This chapter has not touched upon 
the hundreds and hundreds of mono- 
graphs on various specialties covering 
the entire numismatic field. Nor does 
it even hint at the treasure chests to 
be found in THE NUMISMATIST, 
AMERICAN JOURNAL OF NUMIS- 
MATICS, NUMISMATIC CHRON- 
ICLE (England), SPINK’S NUMIS- 
MATIC CIRCULAR, COIN COLLEC- 
TORS JOURNAL, NUMISMATIC 
SCRAPBOOK and others. Here one 
may find a complete list of medical 
medals, a picture of a remote medal 
issued to commemorate a railroad in 
Chile, the origin and history of all 
coins from the earliest times to the 
present, coins of the Bible, the origin 
of money and so on. 

Oftentimes a correspondent asks 
the librarian for “a book” about coins 
of the world. The “book” has not 
been written yet. And such a book 
would be a huge one. 

For further information on numis- 
matic works, consult The American 
Numismatic Association Library Cat- 
alog. The Catalog may be obtained 
by non-members by sending $1 to 
Lewis Reagan, general secretary of 
the American Numismatic Association, 
Box 577, Wichita, Kansas. Another 
excellent source of numismatic books 
is the 1930 A.N.A. membership list and 
directory, containing a brief numis- 
matic bibliography by Wayte Ray- 
mond. 


In the first half of the 19th Century, Mexico had several mints of which 
only one was National and the others State Institutions. These mints, being 
independent of each other and subject to no general control, issued coins that 
varied considerably in fineness and fabric.

One feature without precedent in any former convention will be the 
presence of the entire Executive Board of A.N.A., and certain other 
officers of the Association.

... or any regularly organized coin or stamp society or association of 
the United States or of any foreign country, shall be denied registra- 
tion at, or space for the conduct of bourse, sale, exchange or exhibit of 
any coins, medals or other numismatic material ..."

Dr. Robinson believes, that, all our modern civilization can be traced, either 
directly or indirectly, to Greece. He had some beautiful speciments of ancient 
coinage in gold, silver and bronze. These coins were passed from hand to hand 
to all present, that they might see for themselves, the nicety of design and 
workmanship. Dr. Robinson had an easygoing delivery, a pleasant sort of 
homey way of speaking, a full knowledge of his subject, the highlights of his 
talk well illustrated with coins and photographs. One of the points in his talk, 
which was stressed by Dr. Robinson, was, that, whenever a hoard is found, all 
the coins in the hoard should be kept together, until it gets into the hands of 
an exp>ert archaeologist. In this way, more light can be thrown on the 
civilization at that particular time. If the coins in the hoard were disposed of 
piecemeal before this was done, much knowledge would be lost to the world. 

Dr. Robinson was given a standing round of applause for his highly 
interesting and entertaining talk. Mr. Sheckells then held the drawings for 
the door prizes, one for the women, and one for the men. The door prizes 
were gift certificates from one of our local department stores. Entertainment 
was next on the agenda of the evening. 

A half hour of enjoyable fun was given by Handy Andy, a comedy juggler, 
and George Horn, a very clever ventriloquist. Mr. Plummer Wiley, president 
of the club, thanked the members of the Banquet Committee, Mr. Schmidt, 
chairman, Mr. Wight, and Dr. Lydecker, for the success of the banquet. Mr. 
Sheckells and Rev. Hunter were thanked for the nice job they did, in furnishing 
a beautiful menu, which also contained the names of the officers of the club, 
and the names of the members of the various committees, the full program of 
the evening, and a foreword on Coin Collecting by Mr. Sheckells. 

Among those present at the banquet were: Dr. Sarah Elizabeth Freeman, 
Curator of Fine Arts at Johns Hopkins University, Alfred Hutter of Cumber- 
land, Md., David Bullowa of Philadelphia, John Zug, of Bowie, Md., and Capt.

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THE A.N.A. MEDAL OF MERIT 

The A.N.A. Medallic Arts Committee headed by Julius Windner, 
announces that the dies for the Medal of Merit and the Presidents’ 
Medal have been completed and that specimens of each have been struck. 

The first Medal of Merit to be awarded went to Louis S. Werner 
of New York, for his outstanding work in connection with our Annual 
Conventions. 



The theme of the medal is Grecian. On the obverse is shown the 
bust of a Grecian warrior. On the reverse is depicted a biga driven 
aloft by a goddess supported by a panel decorated by a garland of 
flowers. The design and the sculpture work was executed by Adam 
Pietz, a renowned artist with the collaboration of Julius Windner. The 
striking was done by August C. Frank Company of Philadelphia. The 
medal is approximately two and one-eighth inches in diameter and struck 
in pure silver. It is awarded to persons rendering outstanding services to 
the American Numismatic Association and to the science of numismatics. 

In connection with this medal the following letter from Mr. Pietz 
was received by our Treasurer George H. Blake: 

Dear Sir: 

I wish to thank you for the check covering the engraving 
of the Medal of Merit dies.

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THE PRESIDEIVTS’ MEDAL 

Each living past president of the A.N.A. will receive one of these 
handsome gold medals designed by Julius Windner, Chairman of the 
A.N.A. Medallic Arts Committee. Mr. Windner has this to say about 
the medal: 



“The medal is a composite of a number of numismatic facts: Our 
revered emblem is enclosed within a chain of forty-eight links repre- 
senting our forty-eight states. The chain idea is derived from the 1793 
chain cent. The wreath on the reverse corresponds to that found on 
the wreath type cents of 1793. The rising sun is a feature of the St. 
Gaudens double eagle. 

“It is entirely cut by hand in the steel and the stamping was done 
by August C. Frank Company, Philadelphia. The medal is approximately 
one and one-quarter inch in diameter and contains one ounce of coin gold.*' 

The medal illustrated was awarded to Farren Zerbe, President of 
the A.N.A. in 1907 and 1908. He was Editor of The Numismatist during 
the years 1909 and 1910.

Seward Half Dollar Sought 

A bill to authorize the coinage of a 
commemorative half dollar in connec- 
tion with the centennial of Auburn as 
a city was this week introduced in 
the House of Representatives by Con- 
gressmem John Taber, following out 
a request by the City Council. The 
coin would on one side bear a likeness 
of William H. Seward, Lincoln’s sec- 
retary of state, and on the other the 
seal of the city. 

Under the bill such coins would bear 
the date 1948, irrespective of the year 
they are issued or minted, but none 
of the coins are to be issued after 
July 1, 1949. The bill specifies that 
the issue shall not be for more than 
10,000 coins and that the city shall be 
subject to the expense of making the 
necessary dies and other preparations 
for coinage. 
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The coins shall then be provided 
the city at face value and the city 
may dispose of them at par or at a 
premium and the revenue so derived 
may be used for defraying the ex- 
penses of the centennial as directed 
by the city.

Editor’s Note: We believe that all 
coin collectors will approve of a com- 
memorative half dollar to honor Wil- 
liam H. Seward, but we doubt if a 
single one of them will condone the 
wording of the bill proposed by Con- 
gressman John Taber. An issue of 
10,000 would not be large enough to 
supply each active collector with a 
specimen, let alone the patriotic citi- 
zens of the fine old city of Auburn. 
And, as we have stated before, we do 
not believe the products and facilities 
of the United States Mints should be 
used to raise money to pay the ex- 
penses of state or city celebrations. 

During the last fifty-six years we 
have had forty-nine different issues of 
commemorative half dollars and while 
most of these issued have been han- 
dled in a satisfactory manner, there 
have been instances when the com- 
missions abused their trusts. 

One way to prevent this would be 
to have a ‘‘Coin Bureau” to handle 
the distribution of all coins, similar to 
the Bureau which exists for the bene- 
fit of stamp collectors. Until we have 
such a bureau we can never hope to 
eliminate the unfair practices so long 
associated with the distribution of our 
special coinages. 

Congressman Taber and his consti- 
tuents may entertain the best of 
intentions but if this proposed limited 
issue of 10,000 coins is authorized it 
may be our last commemorative issue 
for many, many years to come. 


Half Eagle of 1929 Hard to Get 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

I wonder if you could give me any 
information as to the reason for the 
$5 gold piece of 1929 being classed as 
a rarity! According to the Mint 
Report the number issued (662,000 
pieces) offers no clue. I have asked a 
number of people this question but so 
far have not received a satisfactory 
explanation. 

Anything you can tell me about 


this coin will be greatly appreciated.

Answer: The 1929 half eagle, along 
with many other gold coins issued 
around the same period, seems to be 
a rare coin. It has sold for as much 
as $475. It is not possible to give a 
definite reason for its scarcity but our 
guess is that most of them never got 
into circulation. The best part of the 
entire issue may have been delivered 
to the Federal Reserve Bank and held 
there until gold was ‘‘called in” four 
years later. The Gold Reserve Act of 
1934 states, . All gold coins of 

the United States shall be withdrawn 
from circulation, and, together with 
all other gold owned by the United 
States, shall be formed into bars of 
such weights and degrees of fineness 
as the Secretary of the Treasury may 
direct.” 

This wholesale melting of our gold 
coins is undoubtedly the reason for 
the scarcity of certain late dates. It 
is interesting to note that the $5 gold 
piece of 1929 was not always consid- 
ered a rarity. In the August, 1939, 
issue of The Numismatist, Joseph 
Barnet of New York offered an uncir- 
culated specimen for $10. 

It is not possible to estimate the 
number that are extant and it will be 
many years before the comparative 
scarcity of this piece is firmly estab- 
lished. — Editor

Unique Vermont Cent Located 
Dear Mr. Mosher: 

In the November, 1945, Numismatist 
John M. Richardson wanted to know 
if the 1787 Vermont Cent illustrated 
in Crosby Plate V, No. 2, could be 
found. This variety was not listed in 
Ryder’s “The Colonial Coins of Ver- 
mont’’ apparently because he found 
no specimen thereof. In the May, 1947, 
Numismatist Mr. Richardson added 
three varieties of the Vermont Cent 
to the Ryder classification and listed 
the above variety as No. 34. 


This variety is in my collection and 
is readily distinguishable on the re- 
verse from the reverse of Ryder Rich- 
ardson Nos. 12, 14 and 32 by the fact 
that the left hand of the figure is on 
a line with the lettering, as compared 
to the others where the hand is en- 
tirely below the line of the lettering.

A Two and a Half Cent Piece 

When you are sick, you go to a 
doctor. When a machine breaks down 
you call in a mechanic, and for a law 
problem, you call in a lawyer. So 
naturally, when you have a problem 
concerning coins, you call in a numis- 
matist. 

Then why doesn’t he do so? Who? 

Oh! Haven't you heard? Several 
articles have appeared in our local 
and national newspapers regarding a 
Beverly Hills soft drink manufacturer, 
E. H. Mehrens, who for a year has 
been crusading for fractional coinage. 
He advocates that new 2%, 7% and 
coins be minted. Our nickel is 
now buying only 3^ worth, and the 
10^ piece only six cents, and so on. 
So prices have gone up in accordance. 
But many 5^ items — such as a bottle 
of soda, or a cup of coffee, have gone 
up to 10^, and not stopping at 7%^, 
which would be more nearly correct. 
Many store items are priced at 2 for 
a nickel or 2 for a quarter, showing 
the need for a 2H^ coin. 

Up to this point, he has a good 
argument! Has had for a year! 

But does he go to a doctor when 
he is sick? Does he go to a numis- 
matist when he has a problem on 
coinage? Or does he go to a news- 
paper? Yes! He does ... go to a 
newspaper ! 

Maybe he is smart! Getting thou- 
sands of dollars in advertising, for 
free. 

Let us be logical ! 

In the first place, he is right. There 
is a positive need for a 2%^ piece. It 
would save the consumer millions. 
And one of these days we will have 
such a coin. The public will demand 
it, and the Mint will coin it! 

We, as numismatists, realize also 
that it will not be necessary to advo- 
cate three new coins. The 2%^ piece 
with a nickel will make 7%^ and with 
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a dime will make 12%^. A half-cent 
can be handled by giving 3 cents and 
receiving a 2%^^ piece in change. In 
other words, any fractional amount 
can be handled. 

We, as numismatists, also realize 
that it should be properly introduced. 
It should be brought up for considera- 
tion by the membership of a local 
Coin Club. If considered practical, in 
turn be brought up for consideration 
in a state or regional group. If it is 
here considered to have merit, it could 
be written up in The Numismatist, 
and then in turn brought up at the 
A.N.A. National Convention. The rea- 
son for appearing in The Numismatist 
first is so as to give all A.N.A. mem- 
bers an opportunity to properly con- 
sider it before acting upon it at the 
National Convention. From here it 
would go to the proper U. S. Mint 
authorities, for consideration and 
action. 

All along the way, the problem 
would be receiving beneficial publicity 
in newspapers and periodicals. The 
point that would or should be stressed 
is that the problem is being sponsored 
and properly considered by the Amer- 
ican Numismatic Association, or its 
fellow members. The public would 
fully realize that we numismatists are 
fully competent in advocating its pub- 
lic need. 

We will also be willing and able to 
prepare suggestions for its make-up 
and design. 

For example, we might advocate a 
portrait of Theodore Roosevelt and 
call the coin a SPLIT. Teddy Roose- 
velt at one time split the party — we, 
however, would consider a nickel as 
having been split. 

If the Democrats instead of the 
Republicans are in the saddle, we 
might suggest a portrait of Andrew 
Jackson. He split the Nation into two 
camps — over the National Bank prob- 
lem. We would be thinking of the 
split between the nickel and dime 
being taken care of. The metallic con- 
tent could be split between copper and 
nickel; and the size of the coin split 
between a one cent and a five cent 
piece. 

The thought that should remain 
uppermost in our minds, however, is 
this: 

If you have an idea, or problem 
concerning coins or currency, or even 
medals, it is entitled to consideration 
by the fellow members of your local 
coin club. If it has merit, it should 
come to the attention of the entire 
Association. If they favor it, it is then 


ready for public acceptance. With the 
weight of our A.N.A. membership (in 
the thousands) from every corner of 
the land, it will receive its due con- 
sideration by the proper authorities. 

Maybe, if Mr. Mehrens were a mem- 
ber of the A.N.A. he could get some- 
thing done. 

And maybe — if this idea was car- 
ried out by all the people in all our 
various national organizations, on so 
many of our problems, we the people 
could get more done, for we the peo- 
ple, with less politicians and less 
tribute to them.

Some time ago, I wrote to you con- 
cerning the use of Pure Aluminum 
Foil.

I 
also wrapped rolls of coins, and placed 
them in a container full of water. 
After one hour, I removed the coins 
and checked to see if they were dry, 
and they were. I used a 12 inch strip 
of foil on each roll; this gave about 
five thicknesses of foil to each roll. 

I sincerely believe Aluminum Foil 
to be the best tarnish-proof wrapper 
ever invented.

GEORGIUS SEXTUS REX 

News of considerable interest to 
the collector of British Colonial and 
Dominion coinages comes from South 
Africa. 

South African coins of 1948 will 
bear the new obverse legend GEOR- 
GIUS SEXTUS REX in lieu of GEOR- 
GIUS VI REX IMPERATOR. 

This rendering of “the style and 
title” has been adopted to extend the 
legend around the coin to take up the 
space previously occupied by IMPER- 
ATOR. 

In these days of changing meanings 
it is very fitting that the simple title 
of “George VI King” should be adopted 
and the words Imperial and Emperor 
dropped. 

Apart from the Constitutional 
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changes in India the use of the title 
Imperator has long ceased to have its 
original significance and today is bet- 
ter applied to totalitarian rulers of 
Stalin's ilk. 

Whatever title is finally adopted to 
describe the British Commonweedth 
there is no symbol of their unity more 
evident than the wholehearted loyalty 
to their beloved King. 

All nine denominations of the South 
African coins, from Five Shillings to 
the Farthing, will be struck this year 
at Pretoria. 

This means we will have a second 
type of the Fiv^e Shilling piece, first 
issued last year. 

It is presumed that this new legend 
will be used on all of the Dominion 
coinages but as yet there is no indi- 
cation of the style to be used on the 
English coinage.
